British Corporation for the Survey |. 
‘Vand Registry‘ of Shipping, which 


was heldon Wednesday, February 
20, in Glasgow, Mr. George Sloan, 
who presided, spoke “of the 
prevailing depression in the 
shipbuilding * industry “as due 
to, the existence of more ships 
than there was. work for under 
the existing trade conditions. He 
however, saw. some hope. for the 
‘immediate future in that thefe was 
need for the small classes of ships, 
which made up half the world's 
tonnage, but: which had been out 
of production for the last ten years. 


Again, it was well known that no 


matter what was the condition of 
trade, . whenever improvements 
were made in design or by use of 
new types of machinery resulting 
in ‘marked gains in costs. and 
in: economy of running, there 
followed new.building. The work 
of the British Corporation was 
always more regular ‘in quantity 
‘than the total volume of the world’s 
shipbuilding. During 1923 the 
neweclassed tonnage was 204,000 
toms, or little less than the figure 
‘for 1922, although the total output 
of ‘ships for the world was only 
two-third ‘of that of the previous 
year. _ The total classification 
by the British.
